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Football greatness demands hard work

IT was just 5.45pm 
as | drove into 
Marconi Stadium 
for the 7pm game 
between the home 
side and Sydney 
Olympic. 

Already there were 
thousands in the sta- 
dium and masses were 
streaming toward the 
entrances for the clash 
between last year’s 
grand finalists. 

I was particularly in- 
terested in four play- 
ers: Andrew Bernal, 
Scott Ollerenshaw, 
David Seal and John 
Markovski. 

Bernal had said that 
it was only the games 
against the big teams 
such as Marconi 
were holding his in- 
terest and concen- 
tration in Australian 
soccer.

I have not as yet 
seen Bernal score a 
goal for Olympic this 
season, nor set one up 
for a team mate. 

One has not seen 
him win a ball from a 
striker, run forward 
with it, play a wallpass 
approaching the penal- 
ty area, then hammer 
it into the top corner of 
the net. 

Now that takes some 
doing, that takes skill 
whether in Spain, Eng- 
land or Australia, and 
Andrew whilst having 
technical ability has

not displayed such skill 
in Australia. 

That in itself is chal- 
lenge enough for him. 

He played well de- 
fensively for Olympic 
against Marconi till 
going off toward the 
end with a leg muscle 
strain. 

One had heard i ina 
TV interview with him 
that he was doing 
much running and 
weight training. 

Perhaps too much 
leg strains are often 
caused by an overload 
of work on muscles. 

Perhaps he should

The main attribute 
of this soccer revival 
has been the injection 
of youth in conjunc- 
tion with the improved 
performances of some 
of the games more 
established players. 

Melbourne-based 
clubs this season have 
thrown down the 
gauntlet to their inter- 
state counterparts, 
signalling that they are 
no longer prepared to 
settle for second best.

SOUTH Melbourne 
Hellas rarely loses 
two league games 
on the trot. 

History has shown 
that the Melbourne 
giant almost invariably 
bounces back in the 
face of adversity — at 
least until finals time 
comes around, 

That is why out- 
standing Hellas and 
Socceroo midfielder 
Paul Wade wasn't too 
concerned at his side’s 
loss in round eight at 
Apia. 

In fact, Wade be- 
lieves that, were it not 
for the fact that his 
side was comprehen- 
sively beaten on the 
day, the loss might 
have done Hellas 
good. 

“We weren't just 
beaten, we were ham- 
mered,”” Wade says 
with some surprise. 

And South suppor- 
ters have every right to 
be surprised at the 
turnabout in fortunes 
as struggling Apia 
matched a Hellas side 
unbeaten in eight games 
— or nine, if you count 
a first round cup tie — 
in every department. 

“In a way we were 
glad that it (defeat) 


happened,’’ said 
Wade, 

“Tt might wake a few 
people up.” 


Wade conceded that 
Hellas, thus far the 
comeback kids of 1990/ 
91 after dramatic 
come-from-behind 
wins against Melita 
and Sunshine in pre- 
vious weeks, might 
have suffered from the 
‘she'll be right’ syn- 
drome after going two 
down at Apia. 

“We certainly have 
to ask ourselves about 
our mental prepara- 
tion because in recent 
weeks we've given so 
many goals away early 
in games,’’ he ex- 
plained. 

“But against Apia 
we just didn’t fire up. 

“They put real 
pressure on us and 
when they got on top 
they never let go of the 
game.” 

Wade, the midfiel- 
der with the Phar-Lap 
sized heart, has no 
doubt that the defeat 
will do South Mel- 
bourne good at this 
stage of the season. 

According to him,

‘Angry at accusations 
that South Melbourne 
was lucky to get up 4-3 
against Sunshine 
George Cross, Wade 
says he believed his 
side showed some 
character that day to 
get up off the canvas. 

“That’s why I 
admire teams like 
Marconi,”’ he ex- 
plained. 

“They might be 
down but they never 
give up and they might 
get pumped one week 
but they will always 
bounce back and win 
the next.”

But Marconi, the 
team Wade rates as the 
benchmark of the com- 
petition and the side to 
beat for the title once 
again, is not out on its 
own when it comes to 
what is known as the 
“bounce-back factor’. 

A check of the re- 
cords shows that Mar- 
coni has not lost three 
successive league 
games since back in 
1983. 

South Melbourne 
hasn’t lost three league 
matches on the trot 
since 1982=when it 
dropped full points in 


four successive games 
against Heidelberg, St 
George, Adelaide City 
and Marconi. 

In the seven seasons 
since, Hellas has lost 
two league games in 
succession on only six 
occasions — a remark- 
able record. 

But when it comes 
to finals the Hellas his- 
tory books detail a 
different story and 
already the club is star- 
ting to wear the tag ap- 
plied to Aussie rules 
outfit Collingwood. 

Known as the “‘col- 
liwobbles” it was the 
terminology used to 
describe that club’s 
horror run in the finals 
from 1958 to 1990, 
when Melbourne's 
Magpies broke the 
drought. 

And whilst Hellas 
has managed to keep it 
together during the 
home and away sea- 
sons since 1982, it has 
been Marconi which 
have gone on with the 
business during the 
play-offs. 

Marconi has won 
eight of its fourteen fi- 
nals games since 1984, 
the year of South Mel- 
bourne’s last and only 
title, whilst in the same 
period Hellas has man- 
aged six finals appear- 
ances for six successive 
defeats and went out in 
straight sets in 1985, 
1988 and 1989/90 de- 
spite winning the dou- 
ble chance on each of 
those occasions. 

“It is a bit like the 
Colliwobbles, isn’t it?” 
concedes Wade. 

“But Collingwood 
buried that this year 
and there’s no reason 
why we cannot do the 
same. 

“OK, so the club 
hasn't had a finals win 
since 1984, but this 
team has been 
together fora while 
and certainly the de- 
sire is there. 

“It’s getting to the 
stage that we're so de- 
sperate we'll do any- 
thing to get there and 
win it. 

“Hopefully, we'll re- 
member the lessons 
learned in the finals 
last year and we'll 
learn from them. 

“The club is hungry 
and the supporters are 
hungry and I hope we 
can do the right thing

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Portuguese get tough 


THE Portuguese 
government, shock- 
ed by riots and 


among soccer re- 
ferees, has voted to 
punish corruption in 
the sport with up to 
four years in jail. 

The cabinet said in a 
statement it was sending 
the new legislation 
urgently to parliament 
for approval. : 

Giving or taking per- 
formance-enhancing 
drugs will also be 
punished severely, it 
said. 

Portugal has been 
rocked by press allega- 
tions of widespread 
corruption in the soccer 
world, 

One referee was 
alleged to have been 
caught accepting a 
cheque for $20,000, but 
he has denied the 
accusation and no for- 
mal charges have been 
brought. 


Police fired warning 
shots and let off tear gas 
after Farense fans tried 
to attack the referee and 
stone the coach carrying 
visiting team Porto. 

Twenty people, in- 
cluding a dozen police 
officers, were hurt. 

The football daily “A 
Bola’’, wrote of ‘‘a 
powerful Mafia" rife 
within the nation's 
sporting passion. 

“A measure which 
once would have been 
considered an abusive 
interference is today ap- 
plauded by all who have 
fought for clean sport,” 
it said. 

“Corruption, fraudu- 
lent use of power and 
the use of stimulants 
have reached unheard- 
of proportions.” 


Several hundred 
angry fans went on an 
unprecedented rampage 
in Faro last Sunday 
week after their team 
lost to a last- 
minute goal. 


The masterminds of yet another Brondby
